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FITTS, EVANS AND ALL 
SITTING JUDGES GET 
BIG MAJORITIES HERE 

Shuler Leads For Senator Here, With Tubbs, Party Nomi¬ 
nee, Running Fourth in Race— McAdoo Beats Wardell 
—Myers Hius Big Lead at Home in Assembly Contest— 
How Sierrii Madre V'oted— 

The sensational race made by District Attorney Buron Fitts 
was considered the outstanding feature of Tuesday's primary election 
here. Only a little more than half of the total vote was polled and 
only 71 per cent of the registered Repubicans went to the polls. 

With a local candidate for the Assembly in the 48th legislative 
district in the field and the fact that old-time political enemies staged 
a bitter fight against his nomination, it was expected that this 
contest with six candidates in the field would bring out the greatest 
vote, but it didn't. Just 816 votes were cast for the six contenders 
for the Republican nomination, while Fitts polled 726 votes against 
his seven adversaries, a total of 1186 votes being cast for the dis¬ 
trict attorneyship. 

Sierra Madre contributed to the sweeping victory of Congressman 
W. E. Evans for the Republican cfomination in the 11th Congression¬ 
al district and gave the sitting judges who were candidates for 
re-election substantial majorities. 

The vote for Robert P. Shuler as a candidate for the G.O.P. 
Senatorial nomination was a surprise to many, he having led Senator 
Shortridge by 101 votes in the municipality. Joe Crall ran third here 
with 174 votes while Tubbs, the dripping wet Republican nominee 
came in fourth with 118. 

Shuler polled 78 votes in the Democratic contest for the Sena- 
torship, bringing his totai vote in the two primaries up to 391. Mc¬ 
Adoo carried the city in the Democratic contest for the Senatorial 
nomination, polling 127 votes. Justus S. Wardell, who spoke here 
only a week before the primary, received 74 votes. 

Fitts had a majority over all of his opponents of 266 votes, the 
latter receiving 460 . The vote for tlie district attorneyship in the 
seven precincts here was as follows:

There Were five persons beside 
Miss Mattie Seeley who were in 
a position to witness at first hand 
some local phase of the crimes 
that the tall bandit who stuck up 
the local bank committed. 

One woman, Mrs. Fred ■mith, 
of 347 North Grove street, walked 
into the bank in the midst of the 
holdup, braved the bandit's g\m, 
and while commanded to stay In, 
she made a dash for liberty. 
When she first opened the door, 
Mrs. Wright motioned her out, 
hoping she would give the alarm. 

Mrs. Smith replied, "I have a 
deposit to make. I’m coming in.” 
Then she saw the man back of 
the railing With a gun which he 
was pointing at her. She left In 
4 hurry. Then she became con¬ 
fused, and getting in her cur 
she drove over to tlie bakery. 
It occurred to ner that it would 
be well to report to someone that 
something was wrong. 

As she herself says, "After 1 
drove to the bakery shop 1 got 
in my car again euid went over to 
the NEWS office, and told the' 
bookkeeper there that something 
was wrong in the bank."

"After he had taken Mattie out 
I phoned the police. The other 
women didn’t want me to because 
of the threat the man had made 
to harm her, but I knew he was 
bluffing. "nie burglar alarm 
wasn't safe to use, for he might 
have heard that, so I phoned . 

Across the street from the 
bank, in his taxi, sat John Kelle- 
her. “'When I saw a man com¬ 
ing out of the bank with a shop¬ 
ping bag, holding onto Miss See¬ 
ley's wrist," Kelleher says, “I 
figured that something was wrong 
so I switched on the ignition and 
waited for the Cadillac they got 
In to pull out. 

"Soon as I started the engine 
missed fire and I had a hard 
time keeping up with the car 
ahead.

"I figured on chasing him until 
we raced by a cop who might 
come after us.

Should the trust deed be eliminated, and the more 
cumber.‘'Ome mortgage substituted, the result will 
be smaller loans and consequent shrinkage in prop¬ 
erty values. Refinancing ^/ill be rendered more 
difficult, and unnecessary loss will be entailed. 
Banks and other lending agencies are interested in 
the maintenance of reasonable bases for credit. 
Real property is after all a most importaJit b,Tsis 
and it will not serve any party well to depreciate 
his holdings in order that more frequent fore¬ 
closure fees may be charged.
